Exposition Will Default — Payment of 


First and Second Mortgage Bonds, 
Stock, and Floating Indebtedness.

Buffalo, N. v. Oet. 28. special. At a 
meeting of the Executive committee of the 
Pan-American Exposition this afternoon an 
unofficial statement was made that the ex- 
position probably will default in the sum 
of $4,100,000. This will include $500,000 of 
the first mortgage bonds, $500,000 of second 
mortgage bonds, $2,100,000 stock, and other 
indebtedness $1,000,000. 

Of the original $2,500,000 first mortgage 
bonds, 5 per cent has been paid and the 
Treasurer will be able to pay 30 per cent 
more, The balance will be a default. 

The second bond issue of $500,000 will be 
defaulted entirely. There will not be the 
least return on the $1,600,000 of stock sold 
outright nor on the $500,000 of stock given 


as a bonus to the second bondholders. 


‘The question which will now perturb the 
holders of exposition paper is whether the 
stockholders can be assessed for the short- 
age of 34,100,000. While it is not believed 
they can, the matter is yet to be decided. 
Many of the building contractors have been 
paid only 30 per cent on their contracts, and 
there is little prospect that they will ever 
receive any more. 

A plumber who obtained judgment against 
the exposition has laid claim to one of the 
buildings to satisfy the judgment. Other 
suits are pending against the exposition com- 


pany.

STATE SUPREME COURT READY TO 
_ DECIDE TAX MANDAMUS CASE. 


Finding on the Appeal by the Corpora- 
tions from Judge Thompson’s Ac- 
tion of Last May Likely to Be Fa- 
verable to the Original Petitioners, 
Miss Goggin and Miss Haley — An- 
nouncement to Be Made Today. 


It was understood last night in Chicago 
that the State Supreme Court would hand 
down its decision in the teachers’ tax man- 
damus case early today, and that the de- 
cision would uphold the finding of Judge 
Thompson of the Sangamon County Circuit 
Court, announced early last May. 

That finding was adverse to the corpora- 
tions, and if the report that the Supreme 
Judges take the same view of the matter 
proves to be well founded the result will be 
regarded as a signal victory for the Chi-, 
cago teachers as led by Miss Catherine Gog- 
gin and Miss Margaret Haley. 

The suit was brought by the Teachers’ fed- 
eration of Chicago early in the year.

On account of her record of 2:07, made 
previous to the time the entries for the race 
trotted today closed, and the fact that she 
won a creditable victory at Lexington last 
week, Dolly Dillon was the chaice of the 
betting. men and sold for §25 to $17 for On- 
ward Silver, and the same amount for Chain 
Shot. Later the mare was even a stronger 
favorite, Chain Shot stoek going down until 
it was 4 to 1 against him at the start. 

Dolly Dillon took the track at the word, 
followed by Chain Shot. Onward Silver got 
away wt it Sa and soon after the quarter pole 
was he made the first of four breaks 
that lost wed a lot of ground. He was trot- 
ting fast in the home stretch when the final 
jump was made, and by the time he was 
again on a trot it looked as though he would 
wurely be distanced.

It then goes on to show that the people 
by whom the President was surrounded were 
so blindly devoted to him as to absolutely 
preclude any possibility of one of them ren- 
dering themselves guilty of participation in 


an attempt upon his life, and also explains 


that the cigars used by the President were 
of a.particular brand, specially made for 
him by old and trusted employés of the state 
tobacco factories, and sent to him in sealed 
boxes, so as to preclude any evil disposed 
person tampering with them for nefarious 
purposes. The poisonous cigar, it it argued, 
must consequently have been given to him 
by a stranger. 

And then the writer of the preface draws 
attention to the fact that on the day of the 
President’s death his threshold was only 
crossed by two strangers (that is, people not 
belonging to his household)—namely: the 
venerable Cardinal Richard and the reigning 
Prince of Monaco. In conclusion the writer 
expresses the opinion that the poison used 
was cyanide of potassium, _ gives his rea- 
sons for this belief. 


To cap the matter, a number of the most 
respectable organs of the Parisian press, 
after discussing this extraordinary preface, 
go on to describe in connection therewith 
the interview which took place between the 
ruler of Monaco and Felix Faure on the day 
‘of the latter’s death, and as related by the 
Prince at the time to his friends and ac- 
quaintances. The Prince, it appears, called 
at the Elysée shortly after the departure of 
Cardinal Richard, and proceeded to give an 
account of his visit to Berlin, where, at the 
request of the President, he had taken ad- 
vantage of his stay to urge upon the Kaiser 
the policy of visiting the French capital dur- 
ing the great exhibition.

by etiquette, thanking him in a loud tone of

On returning 8 the Prince expressed 
the opinion that the President had either 
gone crazy or was seriously ill, complaining 
bitterly that he had been treated in the most 
extraordinary manner. Two hours after- 
wards he learned of the President's death. 
It seems that Faure, having taken leave of 
the Prince, returned to his room, and within 
half an hour afterwards was found lying 
on the floor dying. 

The most plausible explanation would be 
that Faure, being an apoplectic man, his 
scene with the Prince of Monaco and his 
subsequent realization of the fact that for 
once in his life he had been guilty of the most 
gross discourtesy, had brought on a fit to 
which he succumbed.
